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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claims 1, 8-9, 10 and 17-18 prior art fails to show alone or in combination that 
determining the reference latencies between each reference node and each of the other reference 
nodes excluding any measurement of communication latency between a target node and any one 
of the reference node in an IP supported computer network; identifying a union of regions where 
a target communication latency is less than reference communication latencies for triangulation 
to be performed. 

Regarding Claims 2-7 and 11-16, they are allowable because they depend on the allowable 
independent claims.
